Manila, Oct. 11.—5:50 p. m.—Gen- 


eral Schwan's column, having ac- 
complished its purpose, of punishing 
the rebels, is returning from 
San 


Francisco de Malabor with artillery 
and the transportation service. The 
naval expedition that recently went 
to the mouth of the river Fasig to 
raise the Spanish river gunboat Ar- 
ayat, reports that no resistance had 
been encountered from the Filipinos 
and that the work of salvage is pro- 
ceeding slowly. 


A GENEEAL ADVANCE. 


New York, Oct. 11.—A special to 


the Herald from Washington says: 
A general advance along the Ameri- 
can lines in Luzon has been begun 
and war department officials expect 
reports of some heavy fighting with- 
in the next few days. 


Official dispatches received and not 


made public show that both Generals 
Lawton and MacArthur are moving 
northward with their forces, the pur- 
pose being to get control of the rail- 
road and the important towns as far 
north as possible. 


Eventually it is intended to send 


an expedition by water to Lingoyen, 
near the northern terminus of the 
railway, so as to flank the enemy. 
This expedition, however, will not 
start until additional troops have ar- 
rived. 


Meanwhile the divisions under 


both Lawton and" MacArthur will 
push to the north as far as they can. 


It is this northward movement of 


the American forces that probably 
accounts for the recent great activity 
of the insurgents south of Manila.

"They have some pretty good fight-

IN8UBGENTS FLED. 


San Francisco De Malabon, P. I., 


Oct. 
11.-General Schwan's column, 


approaching 
this town, 
marched 


through a country so muddy that the 
mules all collapsed. He occupied the 
town without fighting, the insur- 
gents retreating under cover of 
night. 


Later reconnoitering in force south- 


ward, General Schwan cam* upon 
trenches Where hidden insurgents 
poured several volleys upon the gen- 
eral and hi* staff. The rebels resist- 
ed stubbornly. The reconuoiterers, 
consisting of Captain Geary's battal- 
ion of the Thirteenth regiment and 
two guns of Biley's battery, drove 
the insurgents two miles, fighting 
all the way. 
They found a field 


piece and several wounded and sick 
Filipinos flying red flags, and cap- 
tured twenty-five insurgents, includ- 
ing three officers. 


Many of the Filipino dead were 


strewn along the fields. The Ameri- 
can total loss was one officer and 
seven men wounded. 


General Schwan's main column 


started at daylight this morning 
along a fearful road on the left bank 
of th* river, flankers being thrown 
far out and Major Budd's battalion 
on the right bank covering the flank, 
rendering the fire from the insurgent 
trenches Ineffective. 


Major Budd returned to Santa Cruz 


before datk. The natives seem to be 
generally supporters of the Insurrec- 
tion, but few have arms.

BURGHERS ARE CALLED. 


Pretoria, Oct. 11.—The Official Ga- 


zette today contains a proclamation 
calling upon all burgheis domiciled 
outside the republic without permis- 
sion of the government to present 
themselves forthwith to their respec- 
tive commandants for service, fail- 
ing which they will be punished by 
fines varying from £100 to £500, or 
by imprisonment and confiscation of 
property. 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Cape Town, Oct. 11.—Sir Alfred 


Milner, governor of Cape Colony and 
British high commissioner in South 
Africa, has issued a proclamation de- 
claring all persons 
abetting the 


enemy in a state of war with Great 
Britain to be guilty of high treason.

New Castle, Natal, tomorrow morn- 
ing (Thursday). 


Conyngham Greene, the 
British 


diplomatic agent in the Transvaal, 
is expected to leave Pretoria this 
evening (Wednesday). 


WILL ACT FOR BRITAIN. 


London, Oct. 11.—The foreign office 


confirms the report from Washington 
that Great Britain has asked 
the 


United States government to em- 
power United States consular author- 
ities in the Transvaal to represent 
British interests there during hos- 
tilities.

The news of the Boer ultimatum 


and of the character of the demands 
evoked at first only .mcicdulity. 
When the teport was confiimed, in- 
credulity gave way to a feeling of 
stupor, which was shortly replaced 
by anger at the impertinence of the 
document. 
Then followed signs of 


relief at the relaxation of the long 
tension and the final clearing up of 
the situation by an ultimatum. 


Although the progressives do not 


profess to desire war for war's sake, 
there is a universal belief that only 
war can effect a settlement. There 
is little fear with regard to the pos- 
sibility of a successful Boer attack 
upon Cape Colony. 


It is believed that the garrison is 


well able to hold its own. The fact 
is recalled that, in 1881, when the 
British were standing on the defen- 
sive, they were almost invariably 
successful. 


In the course of a debate in the 


Cape house of assembly last evening 
regarding the allegations of Boer 
maltreatment of lefugees from the 
Transvaal, the premier, Mr. Schrei- 
ner, 
implored the house not to be- 


lieve the newspapers in this particu- 
lar. 


"So far as I know," he said, "there 


is no truth in the statements that 
the Orange Free State army officials 
have committed brutal assaults upon 
refugee passengers, and the officials 
deny these statements."

BOERS DID NOT WAIT. 


London, Oct. 11.—If the latest re- 


ports, which are confirmed from va- 
rious points in South Africa, arc true, 
the Boers have not waited for the 
expiration of the time-limit, but have 
already crossed the border, as they 
would be entitled to do both in vir- 
tue of the notification contained in 
the last paragraph of the ultimatum 
and also of the British acknowledge- 
ment which reached Pretoria, so 
speedily as to justify a belief, 
amounting almost to certainty, that 
the war party in Great Britain, while 
welcoming an act which has deprived 
the country of all peaceful alterna- 
tives and given it great superficial 
advantage to be derived from the fact 
that the adversary has voluntarily 
assumed the stigma of virtually de- 
claring war, was eagerly awaiting 
its chance and, despite newspaper at- 
tempts to veil the real feeling, is in 
reality delighted that diplomacy has 
said its last word and that action can 
now proceed. 


There will inevitably be a long pe- 


riod of suspense, together with a 
great deal of chaffing at delay, as 
all indications go to show that Great 
Britain is so unprepared as to be 
compelled to remain on the defensive 
for some weeks. All the aggressive- 
ness must come from the Boers. 


BOER ADVANTAGES. 


It seems highly probable that the 


"tongue of Natal," as far as New 
Castle, will be in the hands of the 
Boers before many hours. From that 
point, however, in the event of a fur- 
ther advance, they would probably 
find British forces at Ladysmith and 
Dundee capable of repelling their at- 
tacks. 


At Ladysmith the garrison, which 


has to guard against an onslaught 
from the Orange Free State, was re- 
inforced yesterday by the Gordon 
Highlanders and a strong contin- 
gent of the Indian troops, and the 
authorities are now confident of their 
ability to deal out an unpleasant sur- 
prise to the Boers in the event of an 
attempt to rush the position. 


At Dundee there are about 6,000 


men. 
This force ought to be suffi- 


cient to stem a Boer advance by way 
of Zululand and to maintain the line 
of communication with the base at 
Pietermartzburg. the headquarters 
of General Sir George Stewart White. 


On the Bechuanaland border the 


situation seems to give the Boers a 
temporary advantage. There is con- 
siderable anxiety in the districts of 
Vryburg and Mafeking, although it 
is hoped that the reinforcements re- 
cently dispatched there will be suffi- 
cient to protect the rich town of Kim- 
berley.

well-known farmer of Cedar Creek 
township, died at Oak Lawn farm, 
north of the city, at 12:30 o'clock 
this morning from injuries received 
in a fall from a wagon Tuesday even- 
ing. The affair is a sad one and the 
attending circumstances render the 
accident peculiarly distressing. 


About 4-30 o'clock Tuesday after- 


noon Henry Miller, who was return- 
ing to his home from a trip *o this 
city, found the prostrate form of a 
woman lying in the highway near 
Oak Lawn farm. As he drew near he 
recognized her ns Mrs. Campbell. 
She was unconscious and blepding 
from a wound in th? head,and seemed 
to be near to denth. Mr. Miller called 
assistance and the injured woman 
was cairitd into the house at Oak- 
lawn farm. 
Medical attention was 


at once summoned and in a short 
tima Dr. Noble, of Leo, and Dr. Din- 
nen, 
ot this city, were at the home. 


The woman's critical condition pre- 
vented a close examination, but her 
injuries weie at once recognized as 
very serious. There was an appar- 
ent fiacture of the skull and evi- 
dence of severe internal injuries. 
Word was at once sent to friends, 
and every resource of medical skill 
was exhausted, but the injured wo- 
man died shoitly after midnight 
without having legained conscious- 
ness. 


SEARCH FOB HUSBAND. 


Among the friends who hurried to 


the injured woman was William No- 
testine, of Richmond, a half-brother 
of Mrs. Campbell, who has been 
spending the past week with friends 
in this section. 
Mr. Notestine at 


once began a search for the husband, 
who was known to have been with 
his wife. Mr. and Mrs. Campbell re- 
sided on the Notestine farm, eight 
and one-half miles northeast of this 
city, and on Tuesday morning had 
come to Foit Wayne to do some trad- 
ing, as was frequently their custom. 
Mr. Notestine at once started on the 
hunt for Campbell, and at the farm of 
Henry Antwerp, on the Hayden road, 
several miles from the scene of the 
accident, found the object of his 
search. Campbell's team was drawn 
up beside the road, standing quietly, 
but the end gate had fallen fiom the 


as the road is traveled frequently. 
Dr. Noble, of Leo, who was returning 
from a trip to Fort Wayne, was 
among the eailicst to arrive, and 
soon after Mrs. Campbell's father, 
Daniel Notestine, Joseph Porter and 
Mr. Carlton reached the place. 


WERE WELL KNOWN. 


Mr. and Mrs. Campbell were well 


known residents of this county and 
have been married 
twenty-three 


years. His wife was about fifty 
years of age. They have five chil- 
dren—three daughters ..and two sons, 
the oldest seventeen years of age. 
The children are Louis, John, Sarah, 
Dessie and Mary. Mr. and Mrs. 
Campbell have always lived happily 
together and the husband is said to 
have always been most indulgent to 
his wife and family. William Notes- 
tine tells The Sentinel that the appe- 
tite for liquor was Campbell's only 
fault. 
He is nearly frantic over the 


terrible affair. 


FAMILY PROMINENT. 


Mrs. Campbell came of a prominent 


family. 
She was the daughter of 


Daniel Notestine, who is well known 
throughout Allen county. 
A num- 


ber of brothers and sisters survive 
her. John and George Notestine re- 
side in Kansas; Mrs. Waren Baker 
and Mrs. Jeremiah Clemin reside in 
this'county; Mrs. Sapp, at Harlan; 
William Notestine at Richmond, and 
Mrs. Anna Tumbleson in this *ity. 


The remains were removed to the 


home early this morning, and the 
funeral services will be heW. there at 
2 o'clock Thursday afternoon, con- 
ducted by Rev. Carrington, of Mays- 
ville. The interment will be at the 
Notestine cemetery.

in gray vied with the veterans in 
blue in tendering a tremendous ova- 
tion when the presidential party ar- 
rived. 


They swarmed about the president 


and cabinet officers, cheering and ex- 
tending their hands for a grasp of 
welcome. At the same time, a presi- 
dential salute of twenty-one 
guns 


boomed from Camp Farragut, at the 
Tri-State fair grounds. 


ThiB ^was the signal for whistles 


and bells throughout the city to join 
in. 


Owing -to the short stay of the pres- 


ident, the party was at once escorted 
by the Cleveland Grays and a recep- 


I tion committee to the fair grounds, 
where President McKinley delivered 
an address. 


Mayor W. M. Akin presided and 


introduced C. A. DeBruiler, of Evans- 
villle, who welcomed the distinguish- 
ed guests and veterans to the city. 


Governor J. A. Mount delivered an 


address of welcome on behalf of the 
state and introduced President Mc- 
Kinley, who delivered a short speech'. 


PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 


The president said: 
"My Fellow Citizens: It gives me 


great pleasure to participate 
with 


you, men of the north and men of the 
south, in this glad reunion of hearts. 
We aie already unified, the peace 
which Grant and Lee made at Appo- 
mattox has been kept, not by law or 
restraint, but by love and fraternal 
regard. 
The union today rests not 


on force which may fail, but rests on 
the hearts of the people, a union that 
never can be severed. 


'•If I have been permitted in the 


slightest degree to help in the work 
of reconciliation and unification, 
I 


will esteem it the greatest honor of 
my life. 
When I made the call for 


troops to prosecute the Spanish war, 
men from the north and the south, 
rdthout regard to political belief or 
religious creed, rallied to the stand- 
ard of the union. The best men of 
the south came; the sons of old con- 
federate soldiers. 
The best men of 


the north came; the sons of the old 
members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. All came together in heart 
and hand to follow the flag of their 
country wherever it might lead. We 
have been reconciled, more than re- 
conciled, for our reconciliation has 
been baptized in the best blood of 
both sections of our beloved coun- 
try. 
If the northern soldier put up 


the flag at Santiago, a southern sol- 
dier, the gallant Brumby, of Georgia, 
put it up over Manila. It rests with 
us to look to the future, putting the 
past behind us. 
And this govern- 


ment relies upon the patriotism of 
the country, north and south, and by 
the purposes for the government and 
following in the pathway of its des- 
tiny. 


'•I am glad to meet you and greet 


you. 
We come together not as we

BOSEBEBBY BREAKS SILENCE. 


London, Oct. 11.—Lord Boseberry, 


;he former premier and liberal leader, 
las finally declared his position rela- 
tive to tjie South African question. 
In a letter, under today's date, he 
says: 


"I have maintained silence becauss 


I am loathe to re-enter politics. To- 
day, however, I can speak without 
touching politics, for a situation has 
been created which is beyond party 
politics. 


"I think there is much in the last 


three years of our relations with the 
government of the Transvaal to crit- 
icise, if not to condemn; but that is 
all over for the present. It is need- 
less to discuss how we could best 
have attained our simple and rea- 
sonable object of rescuing our fellow- 
countrymen in the Transvaal from 
intolerable conditions of subjection 
and injustice and of securing equal 
rights for the white races in South 
Africa; for an ultimatum has been 
adopted to Great Britain by the South 
African republic, which is itself a 
declaration of war. 


"In the face of this attack upon the. 


nation' the people will undoubtedly 
close their ranks and relegate part? 
controversies to a more conveniens 
season. 


"There is one more word to be said*. 


Without attempting to judge the pol- 
icy which concluded a peace after th< 
reverse at Majuba Hill I am bound 
to state my profound conviction that 
there is no conceivable government 
in this country which could repeat 
it." 


A CUBIOUS STOBY, 


A curious story is in circulation 


regarding Lord Boseberry's silence, 
unbroken until today. It is said that 
the real object of his silence was to 
lead President Kruger to believe that 
Lord Boseberry and his followers 
might come to the assistance of the 
Transvaal, thus stiffening President 
Kruger's back to resist British de- 
mands. 


According to this explanation Lord 


Boseberry's fear has been that Pres- 
ident Kruger would yield, which, 
from his lordship's point of view, 
would have been fatal, as he is fully 
convinced that the only road to per- 
manent peace is the defeat of the 
Boers.

"As I said, I heard Maxwell preach. 


At his earnest request I had preached 
for him the Sunday before, and this 
was the first time I had heard him since 
the association four years ago. His ser- 
mon this morning was as different from 
his sermon then as if it had been 
thonght out and preached by f-ome 0110 
living on another planet. I was pro- 
foundly touched. I believe I actually 
shed tears once. Others in the congre- 
gation were moved like myself. His 
text was; 'What is that rothee? Fol- 
low thou me.' And it was a most un- 
nsually impressive appeal to the Chris- 
tians of Kaj niond to obey Jesus' teach- 
ings and follow in his steps, regardless 
of what others might do. I cannot give 
yon even the plan of the sermon. It 
would take too long. At the close of the 
service there was the usual after meet- 
ing that has become a regular feature 
of the First church. Into this meeting 
have come all those who made the 
pledge to do as Jesus would do, and the 
time is spent in mutual fellowship, con- 
fession, questions as to what Jesus 
would do in special cases and prayer 
that the, one great guide of every dis- 
ciple's ccndnct may be the Holy Spirit 


"Maxwell a'-ki-d mo to come into this 


meeting. Nothing in all my ministerial 
life, Caxtou, has so moved me as that 
meeting. I never felt the Spirit's pres- 
ence so powerfully. It was a meeting of 
reminiscences and of the most loving 
fellowship. I was irresistibly driven ill 
thought back to tlto first years of Chris- 
tianity. There was something about all 
this that was apostolic in its simplicity 
and Christ imitation, 


"I asked questions. One that seemed 


to arouse more interest than any other 
was in regard to the extent of the 
Christian disciples' sacrifice of personal 
property. Henry Maxwell tells me th&t 
go far no one has interpreted the spirit 
of Jesns in such a way as to abandon 
his earthly po-wsions, give away all 
his wealth or in any literal way imitate 
tlio Christians of the order, for exam- 
ple, of St. Francis of AssiM. It was the 
unanimous consent, however, that if 
any discinlo should feel that Jesus in 
his own particular caso would do that 
there could be only one answer to the 
question. Maxwell frankly admitted 
that he was still, to a. certain degree, 
uncertain ns to Jesus' probable action 
when it came to the details of house- 
hold living, the possession of wealth, 
the holding of certain luxuries. It in, 
however, evident that very many of 
tln'«e rtisriplps have repeatedly earrie^ 
their obedience to Jesus to the extreme 
limit, regardless of financial loss. Th«"} 
is no lack of courage or consistency at 
thi" point. It is also true, that tome of 
tlio ImtiinefiF, men who took the pledge 
hav" liv-t great sums of money in this 
imitation of Jesus, nnd very macy

I am almost in- 
credulous as to the witness of my own 


j senses. I still seem to be asking myself 


if this in the close of the nineteenth cen- 
tury in America. 


"Bnt now. dear friend, I come to the 


real cause of the letter, the real heart 
of the whole question as tlio Fir?t 
church of Raymond has forced it upon 
me. Before the meeting closed tod? y 
steps were taken to secure the co-oper- 
ation of all other Christian disciples in 
this country. I think Henry Maxwell 
took this step after long deliberation. 
Ho paid as much to me one day when I 
called upon him and we were disciut- 
ing the effect of this movement upon 
the church in general 
" 'Why,' he said, 'suppose that the 


church membership generally in this 
country made this pledge and lived np 
to it. What a revolution it would cause 
in Christendom! But why not? Is it 
anymore than the disciple ought to do? 
Has ho followed Jesus unless he is will- 
ing to do this? Is the test of discipK 
ship any loss today than it was in Jesus' 
time t' 


"I do not know nil that preceded or 


followed his thought of what ought to 
be done outside of Raymond, but t!is 
idea crystallized today in a plan to no- 
cure tto fellowship of all the Christians 


In America. The churches through their 
pastors will he asked to form disciple 
gatherings like the one in tho First 
church. Volunteers will be called for in 
the great body of church members in 
the United States who will promise to 
do as Jesns would do. Maxwell spoke 
particularly of the result of such gen- 
eral action on the saloon question. He 
ia terribly in earnest over this. He told 
me that there was no question in his 
mind that the saloon would be beaten 
in Raymond at the election now near 
at hand. If so, they could go on with 
some courage to do the redemptive work 
begun by the evangelist and now taken 
up by the disciples in his own church 
If the saloon triumphs again, there will 
be a terrible and. a.s he thinks, unnec- 
essary waste of Christian sacrifice. But, 
however we differ on that point, he has 
convinced his church that the time has 
come for a fellows-hip with other Chris- 
tians. Surely, if tho First church could 
work such changes in society and its 
surroundings, the church in general, if 
combining such fellowship, not of creed, 
but of conduct, ought to stir the entire 
nation to a higher life and 5 new con- 
ception of Christian following. 


"This is a grand idea, Caxton, but 


riglit here is where I find myself hesi- 
tating. I do not deny that the Christian 
disciple ought to follow Christ's steps 
as closely as these here in Raymond 
have tried to do, bnt I cannot avoid 
asking what the result will bo if I ask 
my church in Chicago to do it. I am 
writing this after feeling the solemn, 
profound touch of the Spirit's presence, 
and I confess to yon, old friend, that I 
cagnot call up in my church .1 dozen 
prominent business or pn fessional men 
who would make this trial at the risk 
of all that they hold dear. Can you do 
any better in your church 1 What are 
we to say—that the church would not 
respond to the call. 'Come and suffer?' 
The actual results of the pledge as 
obeyed here in Raymond are enough to 
make any pastor tremble and at the 
same time long with yearning that they 
might occur in his own parish. Certain- 
ly, never have I seen a church so signal- 
ly blessed by the Spirit as this one. 
Bnt am I myself ready to take this 
pledge ? I ask the question honestly, and 
I dread to fare an honest answer. 1 
know well enough that I would have to 
change very much in my life if I under- 
took to follow hU steps so closely. I 
have called myself a Christian for many 
years. For the past ten years I have 
enjoyed a life that has had compara- 
tively little suffering in it. I am—hon- 
estly I say it—living at a long distance 
from municipal problems and the life 
of the poor, the d'-irraded and the aban 
doncd. What •would the obedience to 
this pledge demand of me ? I hesitate to 
answer. My church is wealthy, full of 
well to do, satisfied people. The1 stand- 
ard of their discipleship is, I am aware, 
not of a natatire to respond to the call 
to suffering or personal loss. I say, '1 
am aware.' I may be mistaken I may 
have erred in not stirring their deeper 
life. Caxton, my friend, I have spoken 
ray inmost thought to yon. Shall I go 
back to my people next Sunday and 
stand up before them in my large city 
church and say, 'Let us follow Jesns 
closer; let us walk in his steps, where 
it will cost us something more than it 
is costing us npw; let us pledge not to 
do anything without first asking, 
'What would Jesus do?' If I should go 
before them with that message, it woulc 
lie a strange and startling one to them. 
But why ? Are we not really to follow 
him all the way? What is it to bo a 
follower of Jesus? What does it mean 
to imitate him ? What does it mean to 
walk "In his steps?"

PRESIDENT'S 
ADDRESS. 


The president said: 
"My Fellow Citizens:' It gives me 


great pleasure to participate 
with 


you. 
men of the north and men of the 


south, in this glad reunion of hearts. 
We are already unified, the peace 
which Grant and Lee made at Appo- 
mattox has been kept, not by law or 
restraint, but by love nnd fraternal 
regard. 
The union today rests not 


on force which may fail, but rests on 
the hearts of the people, a union that 
never can be severed. 


"If I have been permitted in the 


slightest degree to help hi the work 
of reconciliation and unification. I 
will esteem it the greatest honor of 
my life. 
When I made the cnl! for 


troops to prosecute the Spanish war, 
men from the north and the south, 
without regard to political belief or 
religious creed, rallied to the stand- 
ard of the union.

"I have maintained silence because 


I am loathe to re-enter politics. To- 
day, however, I can speak without 
touching politics, for a situation has 
been created which is beyond party 
politics. 


"I think there is much in the last 


three years of our relations with the 
government of the Transvaal to crit- 
icise, if not to condemn; but that is 
all over for the present. It is need- 
less to discuss how we could best 
have attained our simple and rea- 
sonable object of rescuing our fellow- 
countrymen in the Transvaal from 
intolerable conditions of subjection 
and injustice and of securing equal 
rights for the white races In South 
Africa; for an ultimatum has been 
adopted to Great Britain by the South 
African republic, which is itself 
declaration of war. 


"In the face of this attack upon the 


nation' the people will undoubtedly 
close their ranks and relegate part* 
controversies to a more convenienl 
season. 


"There is one more word to be said* 


Without attempting to judge the pol- 
icy which concluded a peace after th* 
reverse at Majuba Hill I am bound 
to state my profound conviction that 
there is no conceivable goyernment 
in this country which could repeat

His ser- 
mon this morning was as different from 
liis sermon then as if it had been 
thought uat and preached by gome ono 
iving on another pin not. 
I was pro- 


foundly touched. I believe I actually 
shed tears once. Others in tho congre- 
gation were moved Hko myself. His 
text was: 'What is that tothee? Fol- 
low thon me.' And it was a most un- 
usually impressive appeal to tho Chris- 
;iam of Raymond to obey Jesus' teach- 
ings nnd follow in his steps, regardless 
;>f what othrrw might do, I cannot give 
you even tho plan of tho sermon. It 
would tnko too long. At tho close of the 
service thero was the usual after meet- 
ing that has become n regular feature 
of tho First clmrch. Into this meeting 
linvo como all thoso wlio made thw 
pledge to do as Jeans wonld do, nud the 
:.imo is spent in mutual fellowship, con-

linihT.i'iicet) nnd <if tho most loving 


folltnvxhip. 1 \V;IH irresistibly driven in 
thought hack to tho first years of Chris- 
tianity. Thero was something about all 
this that was apostollo in its simplicity 
and Christ imitation. 


"I asked questions. Ono that seemed 


!o arouse morn interest than any other 
waH in ruKard to tho extent of tho 
Christian disciples1 tjaerifico of personal 
property. Henry Maxwell tells mo thr,t 
no far no ono has interpreted tho spirit 
of Jeans in Mich a way aa to abandon 
liis earthly pnHprcs.siniiH, pivo away nil 
Ilia wealth or in any literal way imitate 
Iho Christiana of tho order, for exam- 
ple, of St. Francis of Assisi. It was tho 
inmnimmig consent, however, that if 
any disciplo should feel that Jesus in 
his own particular c.iso wonld do that 
thero could bo only ono answer to the 
question. Maxwell frankly admitted 
th;it ho was fitill, to a certain degree, 
uncertain as to Jesus' probable action 
when it auno to tho details of house- 
hold living, tho poH.ses.sion of wealth, 
Ihu holding of certain luxuries. It is, 
however, evident (hat very many o" 
thf:?c disciples havo repeatedly oarricjl 
their obedience to Jesus to tho extreme 
limit, refjanilessoE financial loss. Ihen 
in i>o lack uf amrago or consistency at 
ihw point. It is nJso truo that goirio of 
tho bufiincsfi men who took tho plcdga 
havo Inst gfe.it tmuis of money in this 
imitation of Jesus, and very many 
have, like. Alexander Powers. Jost vain 
able positions owing to tho impossibility 
of doing what they had been accus- 
tomfil to do and at tho samo time doing 
what they felt Jcsua would do in tho 
eanio pluco. In connction with thoso 
ra>;i.'s it is pleasant to record tho fact 
that many who Imvo suffered in this 
way have, at once been helped financial- 
ly by thoso who still havo moans. In 
this respect I Uiink'it is true that theso 
disciples have all things in common. 
Certainly such scenes as I witnessed at 
tho First chnrch at that after sorvic: 
this morning J- never saw in my church 
or any other. I never dreamed thd 
such Christian fellowship could exist i 
this aj»c of 'the- world. I am almost in- 
credulous as to the witness o£ my own 
senses. I still seem to bo asking myself 
if this is the close-of tho nineteenth cen- 
tury in America. 


"Bnt now. dear frieml, I come to tho 


real cause of tho letter, tho real heart 
of tho whole question as tho Firf.t 
church o£ Raymond has forced it upon 
mo. Before the meeting closed tod:> y 
steps -wero taken to secure tho co-oper- 
ation of all other Christian disciples in 
this country. I think Henry Maxwell 
took this step after long deliberation. 
Ho Raid as much to mo 0110 day when 1 
called upon him and wo were discuss- 
ing tho effect of this movement upon 
tho church in general. 
" *\Yhy,' ho said, 'suppose • that the 


clmrch membership generally in this 
country made this pledge and lived up 
to it. What a. revolution it would cfinso 
in Christendom I But why notK Is it 
anymore than tho disciplo ought to dot 
Has ho followed Jeans unless ho is will- 
ing to do this? Is tho test of disciple- 
,flhipanyles3 today than itwas in Jesus' 
time?' 


"I do not know nil that preceded or 


followed his thought of what ought to 
bo done outside of Raymond, l>ut Itio 
idea crystallised today in a plan to no- 
euro tho fellowship of all tho Christiana 


In America. The churches through their 
pastors will be asked to form disciple 
gatherings Hko tho ono in the First 
churclL Volunteers will be called for in 
tho great body of church members in 
the United States who will promise to 
do as Jesus would do. Maxwell spoke 
particularly of the result of such gen- 
eral action on the saloon question. He 
is terribly in earnest over this. Ho told 
mo that there was no qncetion in his 
mind that the saloon would be beaten 
in Raymond at the election now near 
at hand. If BO, they conld go on with 
some courage to do the redemptive work 
begun hy tho evangelist and now taken 
up by the disciples in his own clmrch. 
If the saloon triumphs again, there will 
be n terrible and. as ho thinks, unnec- 
essary waste of Christian sacrifice. But, 
however we differ on that point, he has 
convinced his church that the time has 
come for a fellowship with other Chris- 
tians. Surely, if tho First church conld 
work such changes in society and its 
surroundings, the church in general, if 
combining such fellowship, not of creed, 
bnt of conduct, ought to stir the entire 
nation to a higher life and a new con- 
ceptiqp of Christian following. 


"This is a grand idea, Caxton, but 


right here is where I find myself hesi- 
tating. I do not deny that the Christian 
disciplo ought to follow Christ's steps 
as closely as these hero in Raymond 
have tried to do, bnt I cannot avoid 
asking what tho result will bo if I ask 
my church in Chicago to do it. I am 
writing this after feeling tho solemn, 
profound touch of the Spirit's presence, 
and I confess to yon, old friend, that I 
cannot call up in my church a dozen 
prominent business or professional men 
who wonld mako this trial at the risk 
of all that they hold dear. Can you do 
any better in yonr church? What aro 
wo to say—that tho clmrch would not 
respond to tho call. 'Coino and suffer?' 
The actual results of tho pledgo as 
obeyed here in Raymond aro enough to 
make any pastor trcmblo nnd at the 
same time Ion.? with yearning that they 
might occur in his own parish. Certain- 
ly, never havo I seen a church so signal- 
ly blessed by tho Spirit as this one. 
Bnt am I myself ready to tako this 
pledge ? I ask the question honestly, nnd 
I dread to face an honest answer. 1 
know well enough that I wonltl hnvo to 
change vyry mnrh in my life if I under- 
took to follow his steps eo closely. I 
havo called myself ft Christian for many 
years. For the past ten years I havo 
enjoyed a- life- that has had compara- 
tively IHtlo'Snffering in it I am—hon- 
estly I say it—living at n long distance 
from municipal problems and the life 
o£ tbo poor, the degraded and tho aban- 
doned. What would tho obedience to 
this pledge demand of me? I hesitate to 
answer. Sly church is wealthy, full of 
well to do. satisfied people. Thd stand- 
aril of their disoiplwOrip is. I am a ware, 
not of H n;itbro to rcppond to tho call 
to Buffering or personal loss. I say, 'J 
am awaro.' •! may Iw mistaken. I may 
havo erred in not stirring their deeper 
life. Caxton, my friend, I have spoken 
my inmost thought to you. Shall I go 
back to my pcoplo next Sunday and 
stand up before thorn in my largo city 
church and say. 'Let us follow Jeans 
closer; let us walk in his steps, where 
it will cost us Homothing moro than it 
in costing us nqw; let us pledge not to 
do anything without first asking, 
'What would Jesus do?' If 1 should go 
before them with that message, it wonld 
bo a strango and startling ono to them. 
But why? Aro wo not really to follow 
him all tho way? What is it to bo n 
follower of Jesus? What docs it mean 
to iiuifate him? What does it mean to 
walk.jfn his steps?" 


The Rev. Calvin Druce, D. D.. of tho 


Nazareth Avenue church, Chicago, li>t 
his pen fall on tho paper. He had come 
to tho parting of tho ways, and his 
question, ho felt snre, was tho question 
of many and many a man in the min- 
istry and in tho church.

He was 
of the opinion that a temporary 
building would be erected conven- 
iently for use the coming winter and 
that next spring a substantial and 
commodious brick structure would 
be erected upon the site of the old 
round house.

called upon to perform and Mr. Mc- 
Kee will suggest the erection of a 
building something after the style 
of the machine shop, which will have 
stalls on the west side for erecting 
locomotives, and stalls on the east 
side for tank work. Such a building 
would relieve the crowded shops and 
greatly facilitate the work.
